The suits were served upon 
the members of the reorg anization co m ­ 
mittee: K. B Hartshorne, J ohn I. Water* 
bury, F W. Lockwood, J ules Buche and 
\V F. Hunton, and upon Attorney l*cvy 
Mayer, 
of Chicag o; Attorney Nathan 
Bijur, of New York; Receiver J ohn Me* 
Nulta, and the three experts who have 
been examining the trust’s books. 
M a de T iling - Lively Generally. 
The t*x-prcsident lurther made the ses* 
eion interesting by reading a decidedly 
warm annual report and by Intimating 
that he Intended to lig ht the new man­ 
ag ement to a finish. 
The first sig n ol 
thew arthat was coming was a motion 
by the reorg anizers that last year’s min­ 
utes 1m* not approved, which they carried, 
the only opposition being Greenhut and 
bis son and their attorney, W illiam J acks, 
representing in all 1, 11W shares of stock. 
The resig nations « if several directors were 
then read and accepted, Greenhut stating 
that they were submitted in consideration 
that ho retain ids position as a director. 
The report of the president was next in 
order, and was the more interesting in 
that heretofore Greenhut has steadily re­ 
fused to make any reply to the charg es 
that have been spread abroad ag ainst 
him. 
D e nie s All C h a r g e s A b solu te ly. 
He beg an his report with asweeping de­ 
nial of all the charg es, declared his ac­ 
cusers to Ik* slanderers and falsifiers, de­ 
nied absolutely all charg es of mismanag e­ 
ment, and asserted that the present re­ 
ceivership is proving disastrous to the 
company.

limitation act. of March 3, 1x711, and are 
not forfeited by neg lect to file the appli­ 
cation during the period of pensionable 
minority.
